REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action and Applicants' Reply 

A Petition for Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally Under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.137(b) is being filed concurrently herewith. A Petition for a three-month extension of 
time to respond to the Office Action is also being filed concurrently herewith.
